Eniui'U'l chorch Soiiiiay school. w»i 
placed on the stand today for the pur- 
pose of convincing 'he Jim Bf.K'cted tn 
try him that he did uot mcrdfcr Blaiicha 
Jjaraont in thft belfry of the church on 
April 8. With the same coolness thut 
has characterized his conduct since his 
arrest, he denied the principal allega- 
tions that have been wade against him 
by the most important witnesses for tin 
prosecution. His answers were always 
brief and to the point, and many were 
interpreted to mean that he had stodioil 
his part well before taking the stand. 
Only once during the course of the di- 
rect examination did he show any nerv- 
ousness or hesitancy. When A ttorney 
Dickinson asked him if he took notes at 
Dr. CheneV* lecture on the afternoon 
of April 8*, he cast his ayes toward the 
floor and for a moment \va.= sileut.

replied that he had taken notes, bnt that 
they wure brief. 
A significant feature of tho testimony 


was the fact that while Durrani wua 
telliui: i-t sever.*! incidents thdt took 
placfc at a prayunuefctmg held on the 
evening oi April 8, Mrs. C. N. Noble. 
Blanche Lamonl's aunt, shook her head 
sevural titxiea as if to indicate that ths 
stateruunts by the prisoner of what he 
had positive" knowledge were not cor- 
rect. 
Durrant did not look at Mrg. No- 


ble while he was testifying. 


The purpose of the defense tc curtail 


cross-exainintttiou as muub as pnssiblu 
was shown when District Attorney 
Baruts asked tho first question 
Dnr- 


rant was asked if he was not born at 
Toronto, Canada, April 24, 1ST1. At- 
torney Duprey objected to the question. 
He said Durrani could have no possible 
knowledge on the subject, »7id any be- 
lief that he might have would be based 
upon hearsay. The court overruled tho 
objection, and the prisoner gave an af- 
firmative answer. 
The examination of Durrant, was be- 


gun with the questions relative to his 
»8« and early life in this city. Coming 
down to the day upon which Blanche 
Lament was murdered, the prisoiK-r 
was asked to relate hia movements from 
the time he left his home ia the morn- 
ing until he returned at night. He said 
he mat JJiss Lamont on her way to 
school and rode with her on » streetcar 
until he reached Cooper Medical college. 
He said he-remained at tbo college until 
10 o'clock, wnenhoand another siudeut 
went for a walk 
WU«n he rctnriH'd an 


hour later*he wont to the hbrmy, where 
he was ennaped in hi" studies until 
noou. Then ho went to luucluvin with 
a student named Digtrius', and returned 
at I o'clock. 
After luncheon Dun-ant 


remained iu the library until 8:80 
o'clock, when he attended Dr. Cheney's 
lecture. Hf said he •»•»:? present at the 
roll call at the close of the lecture aud 
answered to nig name. At the close of 
the lecture he boarded a streetcar and 
rode to Euiaunol church for the purpose 
of repairing the suuburuers. 


He denied that he was accompanied 


bv Blanche Laniont or anybody else, 
tfpon entering the church he said he 
left his coat and vest in tho library, ob- 
tained the necessary tools, and aseeudecl 
to the gallery. A blackboard was pro- 
vided and Durrani drew a rude sketch 
of the church and its tall spire to illus- 
trate the manner in which he made the 
repairs. H« -mid to make the repairs it 
was npoessnry for him to lie at full 
length on a plank with Ills' head much 
lower than his foot. In this position he 
inhaled so much gas that he was made 
ill. 
To illustrate the manner in which 


the pas escaped Dnrrant took a burner 
and descender! t= the jcrytx-x f>£pl»in("i 
the construction of the burner to the 
Jury. 
After repairing the bnmnr Dnrrant 


said that he rlp^rnnded to the auditori- 
um, where ho found Oorge King pUy- 
inst the nrpan. Kins remarked that 
Dun-ant looked pale.

field action for the purpose of relief, however

The noise was heard 
tor many blocks in every direction, and 
in a few moments hundreds of people 
bad congregated. The curiosity and 
horror of the crowd were fed from min- 
ute to minute by blackened and injured 
men running frantically out on the 
awning and to drug stores for relief 
from the injuries. 


The stage presented A scene of devas- 


tation over which hung ft cloud of 
smoke. Scenery lay around in disor- 
dered confusion, much of it totally 
wrecked. In the left fly there was » 
hole five feet square through which Ar- 
thur Sutherland had been blown into 
the street. 
When the scenery was removed and 


the smoke and gas cleared away, Har»y 
Cooleridge was found lying in a pool o) 
blood. He was disemboweled and one 
of his legs blown entirely off.

Gold 


The structure of gold nuggets was 


the subject of a paper recently read be- 
fore the New South Wales Royal socie- 
ty by Professor Liverbridge. Among 
other facts stated was the peculiarity of 
such nuggets, on being cnt through or 
sliced and polished and then etched by 
chlorine water, of exhibiting a well 
waited crystalline structure closely re- 
sembling the figures gho^tn by most me- 
tallic meteorites. On heating such nng- 
gnt* in a Brmsen burner blobs or blisters 
form on both the polished and unpol- 
ished surfaces, and on still msre strong- 
ly heating these in some eases burst 
with shurp reports, and pieces of gold 
are projected with considerable vio- 
lence. As no explosions have been ob- 
served on dissolving or eating away the 
crusts of these blisters by chlorine wa- 
ter it is thought that the blebs may 
probably be due to tho evaporization of 
some liquid or solid substance. Further, 
in slicing some nuggets, scattered gran- 
ules of quartz were met with inside, al- 
though quite invisible outside. At first 
it was supposed that such explosions 
might be due to the qnnrtz, but th« gas 
in some instances continued to issue 
from the burst bleb—-where the aper- 
ture formed-was small—and forced the 
Bnnseu flame out into lateral, just as if 
urged by a blowpipe.

As a pro- 
fessed organ of tbe woolen trade it can 
percfivo "no tangible eonfiinialicju of 
these claims in tlie actual experience ot 
tbe past fev,- mouths." What, then, is 
the meaning of tho vast increase iu tbe 
importations of the finest fleeces in the 
world's markets and of the correspond- 
ing dpcliue in the imports of coarsa and 
cheap wool? Do not these facts demon- 
strate tbe promptness and decision with 
which American manufacturers of wool- 
ens have seized their opportunity to en- 
ter the world's markets and select the 
best varieties of wool in order to diver- 
sify and improve their production? It is 
not necessary to trace the fleeces of Aus- 
tralia and Argentina, from the custom 
bouse to the mills wbero they have been 
converted into fine clothing, rivaling in 
quality tba best products of European 
Items. In regard to this industrial revo- 
lution, Tbe Record confidently appear 
from the organ of tbe woolen manu- 
facturers to the manufacturers them- 
selves, who know whether or not they 
bave used the great varieties and in- 
creased quantities of imported wool for 
diversifying and enlarging production. 


In presence of tbe beneficent change 


brought by tbe genius of commercial 
freedom thu woolen manufacturers of 
tbe United States are threatened in Re- 
publican party convention with a res- 
toration cf the McKmley duties ou 
wool.

parined. It is even probable tbat 
some sickness is prevented in tbe 
community by the paper mill refuse, 
rather than that it creates sickness. 
There are very few cases of Ill- 
ness along the banks of the creek. 
Of course it Is unsightly, tbe odor is 
unpleasant and it is a 'detriment to 
the city by reason of 'those facts. 
That should be remedied immediate- 
ly because we do not like to have 
visitors disgusted with our city. I 
do not tbink there have been any 
cases of typhoid or malarial fever in 
which tbe cause could be attributed 
ta tbe creek." 


Br. A. Meisse— '-The refuse from 


tbe paper mills is not unhealthy. On 
the contrary, during the epidemic of 
diseases we had in 1885, tbe people 
living along Hog creek were tbe 
healthiest, and among tbe large 
number of calls I had there was net 
one from along the stream. There Is 
not enough acid in it to hurt anyone. 
That from the Solar refinery is much 
worse, and when the air is heavy you 
can hear people coughing for miles 
around. Tbe lime turned into Hog 
creek disinfects It. I was OD tbe 
Board of Health when the same mat- 
ter was agitated, some years ago, 
and made a careful study ot the mat- 
ter, and I say most emphatically that 
there is nothing unhealthy emitted 
from the paper mills '' 


Dr. W. H- Harper—"Tbe refuse 


from the paper mills I would say, is 
not as much unhealthy as it is an 
noying." 
Dr. -Shelby Mumaugb—"I bave 


not given the matter much atten- 
tion, but from what I have observed 
tbe city is to blame for not having 
better sewerage. 
The lime is so 


strong that It discolors the paint on 


thing in tbe refuse emptied Into the 
creek from the paper mills tbat is 
detrimental to the health of any one 
in the community. On the contrary, 
tbe lime and water is a benefit, but 
the trouble is here: the dirt and 
heavy matter from the straw lodges 
against tbe rock, forms an obstruction 
and clogs up tne water course so that 
tbe city sewage, which I consider the 
only unsanitary matter in the creek, 
is held and pools of filth are formed. 
We do not object to tbe water or 
lime tbat the paper mill people empty 
into the creek, but the emptying of 
the dirt Into it, filling it with filth, 
should, I think, be stopped, and 1 be- 
lieve that wh;n the American Straw- 
board Co. is notified to clean up it 
will be done.
